WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
today that war is “possible” in 
the next 12 months and that this 
country’s ‘thinly-spread army is a 
“poor second” to Russia's. 

He added that the War Depart- 
ment does not believe war “prob- 
able” in the near future, but 
Army planners do not “entirely 
exclude such a possibility.”

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
All AFL unions will be advised 
not to sign any future wage con- 
tract which contains a no-strike 
clause, AFL, Counsel Joseph Pad- 
way said tonight. 

After a conference of 100 AFL 
attorneys, Padway said the law- 
yers also would advise their unions 
to “affirmatively violate” the bar 


strength and his thoughts on war 
were expressed in a formal state- 
ment which was made public af- 
ter his appearance before the sub- 
committee. : 

He said United States armed 
strength is second only to Rus- 
sia’s but added: “However, it is 
a poor second.” 

He emphasized that in saying 
war was possible in the next fis- 
cal year he did not mean that hp 
believed it was at all likely. In 
a recent press conference he said 
he doubted there would be a war 
in the forseeable future. How- 
ever, the Army, he added, has to 
be prepared for any eventuality. 

The United States Army is 
spread thinly around the world 
and is made up of young and in- 
experienced men, he said, adding: 
“As a result of this weakness and. 
sparseness of our forces, the Unit- 
ed States Army has a lessened 
influence toward deterring agres- 
sion.”

“Our wartime and postwar 
genius has produced disease and 
famine-spreading devices which 
will wipe out our victims who 
escape from our bombs. But it is 
thought that the imitative Rus- 
sians have been fiendish enough 
to produce these same devices. 
The fact that the Nazi scientists 
worked under à totalitarian 
regime did not prevent them from 
beating us to the gun on the rock- 


It we wish to be saved, we 
shall have to practice justice and 
love, however humiliating it may 
be to do so... . Our Christian 
civilization will have to Christian- 
ize itself in a hurry. ... The uni- 
versal brotherhood which alone 
will save us must be sought un- 
der law. 

“Cities survive in spite of gang- 
sters and gangs within the city 
limits, and they survive not only 
because the citizens are partly 
civilized but also because a ma- 
jority of them have e~reed to live 
veder ordinances binding on them 
all.

Further Increases Are

CHICAGO, June 28 (AP) — A 
year after OPA encountered sud- 
den death amid an uproar of ac- 
cusations and defenses, the Ameri- 
can people today find prices 
higher and goods more plentiful.

‘Flying Discs’ Turn Out to Be 
Parts of Beer Bottle Caps 


EVERETT, Wash., June 28 (UP) 
—The “flying discs” are nothing 
more than the aluminum centers 
of beer bottle caps. 

So says Ray Taro, iron works 
operator here. He says he’s been 
blowing hundreds of thousands 
of them from his 40-foot high 
stacks during melting-down oper- 
ations, 

“This flying disc nonsense is 
getting out of hand,” Taro said 
today. He pooh-poohed explana- 
tions that the discs were secret 
high-speed planes, fragments of 
meteors or the migraine condition 
of persons who reported seeing 
them. 

“It's me—my foundry—that’s re 


peponsible,” he announced. 


„Here's the way it works: I've 
been boiling down these bottle 
caps for alloying metal. The cork 
burns and the steel caps melt. 


[But the little aluminum discs in- 


side the cap don't melt. They're 
blown out of my stacks by big 
blowers attached to my 3,000-de- 
gree furnaces. Those blowers 
send the little discs hundreds of 
feet into the air and they're car- 
ried away. dy currents.” 

Taro said a few of the discs 
settle on top of his foundry but 
most of them disappear which- 
ever direction the wind is blowing.

I also 
reported that “political pressures 
inside Hungary, Rumania and 
Bulgaria seem bound to increase 
this year. Precise developments 
are likely to be dramatic and may 
bring violence.” i 
Tempo of Trend Stepped Up. 
Recent events down the Danube 
have shown this mid-winter 
analysis to have been accurate, 
but the tempo of economic inno- 
vations has been stepped up, 
especially in Hungary and Ru- 
mania, considerably more than 
might have been expected last 
January or February. 

Under .Soviet sponsorship and 
domestic Communist leadership 
the eastern European countries 
appear to be entering what might 


“was reluctant to define Durope“ be called a “pre-socializing” or a 


“pre-communization” period, Re- 
forms and methods now being in- 
troduced could serve effectively 
as the springboard for final and 
sweeping measures of nationaliza- 
tion later on. 

Little attention was paid to the 
six- nation Danubian conference of 
Socialist parties, which was held 
in Budapest some five week ‘ago.

garded only as stations. on the 
road to socialism. True democracy 
cannot be realized except where 
political life is exempt from ‘the 
west os of private capitalism.“ 
oves to Nationalization. 
Both in Hungary and Romania 
the number of “stations on the 
road to socialism” has increased. 
While outright nationalization of 
industry has not yet occurred, im- 
portant actions which serve as in- 
termediate stages to that end have 
been taken by the Communist- 
controlled governments. 
A direct move for state owner- 
ship of major Hu indus- 
tries is still lacking, but Budapest 
Commynists launched last month 
a campaign for nationalization of 
the principal banks.which, in turn, 
control some 60 per cent of Hun- 
garian industry. It is also re- 
ported that the Russians have de- 
manded half of the six managing 
directorships of Hungary’s largest 
financial institution, the Credit 
Bank.

Effect of Marshall Plan. 

It is unquestionable that the 
governfnents in eastern Europe 
are moving with increased dis- 
patch toward systems of economic 
controls which would permit an 
earlier inauguration of nationali- 
zation and widespread state own- 
ership—if or when that final step 
Promises sufficient advantages to 
the Communists and to Moscow. 

Interestingly enough, this curi- 
ously evolutionary - revolutionary 
process may be much accelerated 
or equally delayed—according to 
the emerging nature of the Mar- 
shall plan. If the Russians wind 
up by finding it advantageous to 
participate in an All-European 
Recovery Program, then it may 
be politic for Moscow to put the 
brake on outright “socialization” 
in eastern Europe.

It seems impossible for the Rus 
sians to share the benefits of the 
Marshall plan without opening 
eastern Europe’s doors for the in- 
terchange of goods and raw mate- 
rials.

"If you find that he assisted 
Germany in psychological warfare 
against the United States, you 
must find he gave Germany aid 
and comfort,” Judge Ford charged.

“On the other hand, if you find 
he did not give aid and comfort 
and find he did not intend to be- 
tray his country—acquit the de- 
fendant.” 

Test on Insanity,

Since June 6, Ottumwa, a town 
of 40,000 population, has been liv- 
ing in a state of siege. Each week- 
end since that date new floods 
have come down the Des Moines 
river—four in all. 

Normally the Des Moines river 
flows past Ottumwa at a depth of 
about six feet. June 6 it was 
20.24 feet deeep. Successive 
surges of flood never quite 
reached that depth again and this 
week-end's comparatively mild 
flood of 16.60 feet enabled some 
of the previously-flooded house- 
holders and business men to con- 
tinue with the dreary work of 
shoveling out silt from their homes 
and stores, 

No estimates are available yet 
of the extent of the damages to 
Ottumwa, but the Red Cross is 
working on a preliminary “draw- 
ing account” of $100,000. A Des 
Moines radio station has raised 
another $50,000, and neighboring 
communities are contributing 
everything from power boats to 
home-canned fruit, 

Refugess Housed in Schools. 
Three schools are used as bar- 
racks for flood reftigees. The 
Army has set up field kitchens, 
and contributed a great deal of 
other material, including portable 
power plants, most of it flown in 
by Army air transport. 


The water supply is not yet’ 
suitable for use, and canvas bags 
of water have been hung at van- 
tage points throu ut the town. 
Householders must carry water 
from these bags for home use. 
The water is shipped in from near. 
by towns by tank truck, 


Town physicians lined up all the 
inhabitants who would come and 
gave them free immunization 
treatment against typhoid; serum 
was furnished by the Iowa State 
Health Department. To date some 
25,000 persons have received this 
treatment at Ottumwa, 

Mrs. Helen Cobel and Donald 
W. Stout, from the St. Louis 8 
Red Cross office here, are in 
Ottumwa ——* relief work. 
They have about 20 full-time as- 
sistants, a corps.of nurses and 
scores of volunteers assisting 
them. Mrs. Cobel estimates the 
Red Cross. will. have five or six 
more weeks work there. Such 
questions as how to rehouse the 
refugees whose homes were swept 
away altogether remained undeter- 
mined, but Mayor Schaefer hopes 
to get rid of the town’s slums in 
the process of rehabilitating Ot-

A wide flood expanse could be 
seen in the Augusta, Marthasville 
region. At Hermann, the ap- 
proaches to the Highway 19 bridge 
clearly were submerged beyond 
passage. The river there was at 
least six miles wide, 

Rhineland, normally four miles 
north of the river, now found it- 
self on the shore, and Gasconade, 

where the Gasconade river joins 
the Missouri, clearly was wetted 
along riverside streets. Water was 
moving across the fields toward 
Gasconade from behind, also. 

On up the Missouri near Jef- 
ferson City, the Osage river junc- 
tion was a wide flood. Farm 
houses and outbuildings rose 
above the water; fences were cov- 
ered by the swirling deluge. 

At Jefferson City, the plane 
dipped down for a closer view. 
Highway 54 to Mexico and High- 
way 63 to Columbia were covered. 
The Jefferson City airport was a 
lake, — surrounded by 
water. 

Circling Boonville, it could be 
seen that all traffic to the north 
was halted. Railroads and high- 
ways were under water. The air- 
port, like the one at Jefferson 
City, was flooded beyond use. 

It seemed from the air that

WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP)— 
Soft-coal operators split sharply 
tonight over granting John L. 
Lewis's basic wage-hour demands. 
Meantime the nation bit into its 
scant 32-day coal reserves and in- 
dustry furloughed 30,000 workers 
to conserve fuel, 

The rift among operators came 
after spokesmen for two big 
groups were reported to have of- 
fered secretly to grant Lewis a 
35-cent-an-hour wage increase for 
his 400,000 United Mine Workers 
who now are on a 10-day vacation. 
Industry sources said the offer 
was made by Benjamin Fairless, 
president of United States Steel 
Corp., and George M. Humphrey, 


burgh Consolidation Coal Co. 
Their groups produce about 90,- 
000,000 tons of coal gnnually. They 
usually are able to influence other 
members of the Northern and 
Western operators’ wage confer- 
ence to go along with them on a 
contract with Lewis. 

Their offer would establish a 
daily rate of $13.05 for an eight- 
hour day, including one-half hour 
paid lunch period and one hour 
overtime for underground 
travel. The offer made by the full 
Northern - Western Negotiating 
Committee a month ago, was 
$11.35 for an eight-hour day with a 


present $11.85 is paid for a nine- 
hour day. 

Industry sources estimated 
Lewis’s demands would increase 
coal production costs 70 cents a 


the industry's wage bill. Collateral 
demands of the union, if granted, 
would add another 30 cents a ton, 
industry official said. 

Other features of the original 
befor of the operators were un- 
changed, it was said. These in- 
cluded continuation of the five 
cents-a-ton levy for the union's 
health and, welfare fund instead 
of the 10 cents demanded by 
Lewis; inclusion of the Federal 
safety code in the contract if a 
joint board is created to review 
and revise it, and $100 annual va- 
cation payment.

Steel companies in the Pitts 
burgh-Youngstown area an- 
nounced layoffs for 14,000 work- 
ers immediately, Other furloughs 
will be announced Monday in 
that and other steel-producing 
centers. Railroads and automobile 
plants furloughed thousands of 
workers and unofficial estimates 
placed those immediately made 
idle by the miners’ 10-day vaca- 
tion at 30,000. 

The layoffs will be larger than 
expected because of the lack of 
a new coal wage contract to 
guarantee resumption of mining 
when the vacation ends July 8. 
One official said idleness for lack 
of coal may hit 2,000,000 by mid- 
July if a strike follows the vaca- 
tion. 

Aids of Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach said Lewis and 
the producers would be asked to 
resume open negotiations next 
week if the secret maneuvers fail 
to produce a contract. 

Government officials kept the 
way open for President Truman 
to invoke emergency provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley law if Schwel- 
lenbach fails to obtain a ceason- 
ably quick settlement of the dis- 
pute,

Castlewood Resident Was

An inquest was scheduled for 
tomorrow into the death early yes- 
terday of Matthew Richards, 56 
years old, an unemployed resident

Richards was pronounced dead 
early yesterday in his cottage 
along the Mevamec river by Dr.

The board was set up after a 
series of disastrous airplane acci- 
dents. Its suggestions were based 
mainly on investigation of the 
crash of a United Air Lines DC-4 
at La Guardia Field, New. York, 
May 29. The plane crashed and 
‘burned after attempting a take-off. 
Forty-two persons died as a re- 
sult of the accident. 

Technical Regulations. 

The proposed regulations are of 
a technical nature and involve 
changes in the formula used to de- 
termine permissible weight with 
which a plane may take off in re- 
lation to the length of runway, 
wind velocity and direction, and 
other factors. 

Had the new method of compu- 
tation been in effect at LaGuardia 
Landis told reporters, the DC-4 
would not have been given per- 
mission to take off. 

Recommendations made tonight, 
the inquiry board said, should be 
“regarded as only a beginning of 
the investigation this board will 
make into the broad field of air 
safety.” The next recommenda- 
tions are expected as soon as they 
can be formulated, probably with- 
in a week or two. Others will 
follow. 

Lambert Field Affected. 
. The safety board, among other 
things, considered the desirability

ANTI - COLLISION 
DEVICE FOR NAVY’S 
4-ENGINE PLANES 


New Radar Equipment Per- 
mits Pilot to ‘See’ 100 
Miles Ahead. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
The Navy announced tonight it 
is equipping all its four-engine 
transport planes with a new anti- 
collision device that permits an 


airplane pilot to “see” obstructions 
as far as 100 miles ahead. 

It is a new development of war- 
time radar, used to spot enemy 
craft. The announcement said the 
Navy and American Airlines have 
reduced the weight of the instru- 
ment to 150 pounds, which will not 
seriously lessen the “payload” of 
transport planes, 

When the new instrument is 
installed in the nose of a plane 
it gives the pilot a radar “map” 
of the course ahead. Installed in 
the fuselage, it shows a “map” of 
the whole area around the plane. 
If there is any obstruction ahead, 
such as a mountain, the pilot is 
warned. This warning is produced 
by a beam sent out from the plane 
and reflected back by objects 
ahead that it strikes.

Marine Going to Brazil to Study 
Why Indians Never Have Cancer 


NEW YORK, June 28 (UP)— 
Arthur J. Burks, 49-year-old 
colonel in the.Marine Corps, de- 
parts today on a mission in mem- 


ory of his dead wife—a mission 
to Brazil to determine, if possible, 
why a certain tribe of Indians 
never have cancer. Mrs. Burks 
died of cancer. 

These Indians are the Mundu- 
rucu tribe. They live in the jun- 
gle, about 1500 miles inland from 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Burks learned of this tribe of 
people who never have cancer 
after his wife died, and he visit- 
ed the Indians last winter to 
make prepar. ions of a more ex- 
haustive mission, 

He wants to collect some of the 
Indians’ strange herbs and medi- 


eines; he wants to learn their 
habits; he wants to learn about 
their diets. He intends to bring 
all this information back and 
turn it over to cancer experts in 
the hope that they can determine 
what causes Mundurucu Indians 
to be immune from cancer. 

Interviewed at Memorial Hos- 
pital, to which he is e Sb 
the proceeds of his wife's k, 
“I Die Daily,” Col. Burks said he 
was particularly eager to bring 
back some of the strange plants 
that the Indians use for food 
and medicine. 

On his trip last fall, Burks was 
the third white man to visit the 
Mundurucu Indians since 1917. 
They are friendly, he said, but 
some of their neighbors have 
been known fo kill white men.

This is a device of the DC-4 that 
locks the moving surfaces of 
wings and tail so that, when the 
plane is stationary on the ground, 
sudden gusts will not cause the 
rudder and other surfaces to flap. 
The manufacturers are undertak- 
ing to redesign this contrivance, 
Landis said.

FREE.OF GERMS IN 
STUDY OF BACTERIA 


Notre Dame Scientists Seek 
to Learn Organisms’ Ef. 
fect on Life.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 28 
(AP)—A new form of life—ani- 
mals born and reared entirely free 
of germs—was witnessed yester- 
day by scientists of three nations 
attending a scientific symposium 
at Notre Dame University. 

The demonstration concerned 
techniques designed by Notre 
Dame researchers to seek, by 
study of living bodies free of 
known germs, the exact role 
played by bacteria and other or- 
ganisms in affecting the processes 
of human life. The research is 
aimed at solving such practical 
problems as determining: 

1. Whether new vitamins and 
other nutritional aids can be iso- 
lated in a germ-free environ- 
ment; 

2. Whether the cause of cer- 
tain diseases of presently un- 
known origin can be found; 

3. Whether bacteria, or some 

nutritional deficiency, might be 
the cause of tooth decay; 
4. Whether the presence of 
germs in a body is an aid or a 
deterrent to life. (For example, 
is the presence of germs re- 
quired to enable the body to de- 
velop immunity and resistance 
to infectious agents?) 

The visiting American, British 
and Canadian scientists saw 
chickens and rats which have 
been reared in a germ-free en- 
Mg in big sealed cages. 
Notre Dame also has reared mon- 
Meys, guinea pigs, dogs, pigeons 
and other animals in the sterile 
environment. 

Fowl are hatched and mammals 
are delivered by Caesarian section 
within the sterilized cages. Re- 
searchers, employing air-tight syn- 
thetic rubber gloves, inserted into 
the apparatus, perform obstetrical 
and other surgery, feed the young 
and make elaborate tests of all

British Control \ 
Over India Terminated.

For a century and a half it has been 
based upon three simple principles: first, 
trol of the seas by Great Britain alone, 
in conjunction with other powers like 
the United States from whom no threat. to 
British interests could ever be anticipated; 
second, the security of Great Britain’s com- 
munications with her dominions and col- 
onies; and third, the maintenance of a 
European balance of power so that no one 
state or group of states should be prepon- 
derant, and so that, with the division of 
*, Burope into two roughly equal camps, Brit- 
ish support, when thrown to one side or the 
other, would prove to be conclusive. 
As Harold Nicolson has written, there 


was also a corollary to these three tradi- 


tional principles. That corollary was that 
British security should be maintained “with- 
out resort to war and with the least pos- 
sible expenditure of men and money.’’ 

The world conditions that Great Brit- 
ain confronts in these post-war years 
make it evident that these tenets of a 
policy which for a, century helped to 
maintain the “Pax Britannica” no longer 
possess any practical application: 5

and material resources to check any at- 
tempt by = Ructg- Soviet Union in any near 
future to the rest of the globe. 
Peace in Europe 

And the United Nations. 

The framers of British policy have been 
forced to realize that the maintenance of 
peace in Europe and the independence of 
the European states can only be pre- 
served by a United Nations Organization 
backed by the strength of the West if 
necessary, and capable of ultimately 
fashioning a European Federation, or a 
United States of Europe, through which 
regional collaboration can replace the 
European balance of power of the Vic- 
torian days as the peace enforcement 
agenty. - 

In a recent debate on British foreign 


policy in the House of Commons, Mr. Bevin, 
the British Secretary of State for Foreign 


Affairs, made this statement: 


“His Majesty’s Government must main- 
tain a continuing interest in the Middle 
East if only because our economic and 
financial interests in the area are of vast 
importance to us and to other countries 
as well, I would like this issue faced 
quite. squarely. If these interests were 
lost to us, the effect on the standard of 
life of this country would be a consid- 
erable reduction in the standard of liv- 
ing. ... The British interests in the Mid- 
dle East contribute substantially not only 
to the prosperity of people there but also 

to the wage packets of workers in this 
country. . I want to make this declara- 
tion from the Government point of view 
and from my own. I cannot be a party 
to an act or policy which. would result in 
lowering the wages and purchasing power 
of Great Britain.“ 

Because of the radical change in British 
imperial policy in the Far East, the Middle 
East has lost its significance to Great Brit- 
ain as the essential link in the communi- 
cations between Asia and the British Isles. 
Yet‘it still retains its political significance

The Soviet has its domestic oil supplies. 
The United States has not only its domestic 
oil production, but it has available to it 
major oll resources in neighboring countries. 

Should Great Britain be deprived of the 
output of the oil fiel€s in Iraq and Iran, she 
would be necessarily dependent on oil ship- 
ments from the Western Hemisphere and 
have to pay for such shipments in dollars. 
This would mean that Great Britain would 
be compelled to rely on a method of supply 
that would be highly hazardous in the event 
of hostilities. It would also mean that she 
would lose an important source of dollar 
revenues and be prevented from securing a 
balance of trade within the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 

The retention of Britain’s political and 
economic preponderance in the Middle East, 
as Mr. Bevin has emphasized, is obviously of 
vital ‘concern to the British people. Yet 
under existing post-war conditions, her 
superiority in that area can only be per- 
petuated if she has sufficient armed 
strength relatively near upon which she can 
rely in case of need. 

The rapidly mounting tides of national- 
ism in the Arab states of the Middle East 
are threatening soon to sweep away all of

the 8 vestiges of alien hegemony. 
Such British outposts in the Mediterra- 
nean as Gibraltar, Malta and, to a lesser 
degree, Cyprus, are rapidly losing their 
strategic value. The true center of 
Britain's Middle Eastern power has been 
in Egypt, where under the terms of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Treaty Great Britain has 
until now been enabled to concentrate her 
military forces to protect the Suez Canal 
and to maintain peace in that region. 


British and Egyptian 
Controversy Over Sudan. 


At the end of the war the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment demanded the elimination from 
that treaty of all the provisions which were 
regarded as being in derogation of Egypt's 
sovereignty, notably those provisions which 
gave Britain the right to maintain troops 
within Egyptian territory. The British 
Labor Government recognized the fact that 
the time had come when Egypt could no 
longer be used as a British garrison. A 
change had become inevitable, . 

The negotiations for a modification of the 
treaty have broken down, but not upon this 
issue. The British are willing to concede 
an untrammelled Egyptian sovereignty over 
Egypt, but they have refused to agree that 
the Egyptian Government was also entitled 
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Huge Economic Scheme 
For Kenya Development 
Already Being Drawn Up 


to secure by a new treaty a similar degree 


of sovereignty over the Sudan. Since 1898 
the Sudan has been administered as a Brit- 
ish-Egyptian condominium. In recent years 
the British have been stimulating the Su- 
danesation of all of the services, civil and 
military, in that territory. A majority of 
the Sudanese people are unquestionably op- 
posed to unity with Egypt. They are un- 
doubtedly fearful of the kind of government 
they may receive from Egypt in substitution 
for the decidedly liberal and progressive ad- 
ministration they have received from British 
hands. The dispute will now be taken by 
Egypt, with the support of the Arab League, 
to the United Nafions. There is no doubt 
that a persistent effort will be made by the 
British Government, with the backing of the 
Sudanese people, to obtain from the United 
Nations a trusteeship over the Sudan. 
Should this be secured, Britain will continue 
to dominate a key area which will be of 
major importance in the development of 
Africa under British auspices, and in the 
future of Egypt herself. It must always be 
remembered that Egypt's entire economy is 
dependent upon the Nile, and that the upper 
reaches of that river lie within the Sudan. 


Palestine Unlikely 
As Future British Base. 


When the British Government was forced 
to the conclusion that its military establish- 
ment in the Middle East must soon be re- 
moved from Egypt, Mr. Bevin decided that 
this center of gravity should be transferred 
to Palestine. At the present moment Great 
Britain has more than 100,000 soldiers in 
Palestine. Mr. Bevin’s stubborn unwilling- 
ness to approve any one of the several pro- 
posals for an equitable solution of the Pales- 
tine controversy, or to concede that the 
British Government should pursue a course 
which would offer relief to the Jewish 
refugees in Europe, was presumably due to 
his hope that the British mandate might be 
utilized in such a way as to transform Pales- 
tine into a military base as a substitute for 
that which the British must abandon in 
Egypt. Now that the United Nations has 
assumed control over the Palestine dispute 
and that the United Nations Palestine Com- 
mission will in all probability recommend to 
the Assembly a partition solution which will 
divide Palestine into separate Jewish and 
Arab States, it has become exceedingly un- 
likely that Britain can secure within Pales- 
tine strategic bases which could be employed 
for the sole purpose of bolstering British 
military strength in the Middle East. 

There are no alternative strategic 
bases which Great Britain can obtain in 
‘the Eastern Mediterranean in order to 
prolong her own hegemony there if the 
present tension between the Soviet Union 
and the Western powers continues or is 
intensified. It is, of course, conceivable 
that the United States might replace 
Great Britain as a deterrent to Russian 
expansion in the Eastern Mediterranean. 


Yet it is improbable that the American 
people would willingly agree for any ex- 
tended period to assume such responsibili- 
ties, with all of the military risks and 
financial burdens involved, unless they 
were undertaken as an integral part of 
their obligations under the United Nations. 


Russian Agreement 
Is Considered Unlikely. 


‘Theoretically, the ideal solution would 
be for the Soviet Union, Great Britain, and 
the United States to refrain from employing 
any military forces in that region save as 
the Security Council might direct, and co- 
operate together in a development of the 
natural resources of the Middle East in 
which all might share on equal terms and 
in such a manner as to raise living stand- 
ards throughout that area. Unfortunately, 
however, until some over-all agreement 
has been reached between the Soviet Union 
and the United States, and until such an 
agreement has made it possible for the Secu- 
rity Council and the other agencies of the 
United Nations to function effectively, the 
attainment of any such ideal is obviously 
remote. 

The crisis which the British people con- 
fronteis, therefore, not a crisis of tomorrow 
but a crisis of today. Their Far Eastern 
empire will soon vanish. The traditional 
British sphere of influence in the Middle 
East and in the Eastern Mediterranean is 
jeopardized. The obligations which they 
are continuing to incur in the Middle East 
are a major liability upon a national econ- 
omy which is already gravely undermined. 
Yet if Britain is to preserve her world posi- 
tion as a major power, not only must her 
ties with the Dominions be kept intact, not 
only must a peaceful community of nations 
be created in which Britain can regain her 


but she must also obtain new areas for de- 
velopment within which she can have direct 
access to the raw materials upon which her 
industry depends, and within which she can 
create, by means of the administrative 
genius which she has so long displayed, 
those sources of wealth which she has lost 
in other parts of the world. 

A new Commonwealth strategy, mili- 
tary and economic, is needed. The first 
signs of that new Commonwealth strategy 
are beginning to be apparent in the Af- 
rican development program which has re- 
cently been coming to light. 

If you will look at the map of Africa, 
it will be easier to grasp the implications 
of an Anglo-French transfer of strategic 
and economic emphasis from the Far East 
and from thé Middle East to the African 
continent. Except for the independent 
countries of Egypt, Ethiopia, and Liberia, 
“the as yet unassigned Italian colonies of 
North and East Africa, the two Portu- 
guese colonies of Angola and Mozam- 
bique, and the relatively small and un- 
important Spanish colonies in West and 
Northwestern Africa, all of Africa is al- 
ready in the hands of Great Britain and 
France or in the hands of countries close- 
ly identified with those two powers, 


Should the Sudan continue under Brit- 
ish administration, Britain, by her control 
of that Province, and by her possession of 
British Somaliland and of Aden, could safe- 
guard the defense of the Red Sea. British 
control would extend from the Sudan 
through the Protectorate of Uganda, Kenya, 
the mandated territory of Tanganyika, and 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia, to the 
British Dominion of the Union of South 
Africa, which in turn is bounded on the 
west by the mandated territory of South- 
west Africa. 


French Also Control 
Extensive African Area. 


In Northwest Africa, the French flag 
flies from the French district of Algeria 
and the French Protectorates of Morocco 
and Tunisia through French West Africa 
and French Equatorial Africa as far south 
as Brazzaville. In this vast area are en- 
closed the British coastal enclaves of Gam- 
bia, Sierra Leone, the Gold Coast and Ni- 
geria. At the line of the equator the south- 
ern portion of French Equatorial Africa is 
separated from Kenya and Tanganyika by 
the Belgian Congo. 


Provided Belgium and the Union of 
South Africa are.so disposed, and there 
is little reason to imagine that they 
would not be, an agreement between the 
British and French upon a co-operative 
program for the co-ordinattimn vf eco- 
nomic policies designed to procure steady 
markets for African products, for the de- 
velopment of a common defense strategy, 
embracing the rapid construction of air 
and naval bases, and for an identification 
of administrative policies, would un- 
doubtedly result in the swift transforma- 
tion of Africa into a major bulwark for 
the military and economic strength of the 
participating powers. In the implementa- 
tion of this program there can be little 
doubt that a measure of progress consid- 
erably greater than that yet divulged has 
already been made. 

All that has so far been made known is 
that the African experts of the chief powers 
involved have been authorized to work at a 
“high administrative level.” A meeting of 
the highest authorities of the British, 
French and Belgian Governments in this 
particular field was held in Paris at the 
end of May. Ostensibly their negotiations 
were limited to such technical matters as 
soil conservation and irrigation, the control 
of bovine diseases, sanitation, and the most 
practicable means of raising the living — 
ards of the African populations. 

However much the British have en- 
deavored to play down the importance of 


these negotiations as having “no deeper 
strategic and political significance,” there 
can be little doubt that these conferences 
are preparing the way for understandings 
of the widest import. . 

If oil can be found in Africa in ap- 
preciable quantities, the task of Britain’s 
military planners will pe vastly simplified. 
As yet no such discoveries have been made. 
In the meantime, however, there is a school 
of thought in the British General Staff—as 
there is in Washington—which maintains 
that so long as British or Allied power, in 
the event of war with the Soviet Union, can 
retain control of the Red Sea and of the 
Persian Gulf, there would be a reasonable 
chance of saving the oil fields of Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Iran. 

The theory is that the Western Powers 
can always maintain a considerable margin

A Solution in Palestine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The anti-Zionist feeling in Palestine 
is strong but it appears to be more of 
a struggle for political and economic 
control than one caused by inborn ha- 
tred. In my opinion it is approximately 
the equivalent of any native population 
struggling against a foreign imperial- 
istic power. The foreign-born Jews are 
disliked in much the same way as the 
British are disliked in Egypt and India 
and the French in Lebanon and Syria. 

I feel that the world must come to 


d gccept the Jew as a member of a religi- 


ous sect and not as a member of some 
mysterious race. To isolate the Jews 
into a homeland, regardless of where it 
is, will only aggravate the feeling that 
they are somehow different from other 
people, probably increasing the degree 
of feeling against them. 

The best solution, in view of this sit- 
uation, is for the world to absorb the 
Jews. Such absorption, I feel, must 
- come in only small measure from Pales- 
tine. The bulk must come from the 
larger countries that have not only a 
low population in porportion to the area, 
but also a high potential productivity. 

Such countries are America, Austra- 
lia, parts of South America and Africa. 

I feel that absorption and not isola- 
tion is the only solution to this as well 
as other problems of a similar nature, 
involving no differences in ideology. 
And by the term ideology I mean the 
American ideal of life. 

One of the students here, who is plan- 
ning to study in the United States next 
year, asked me the other day: “Is it 
really true that in America there are 
special sections in theaters for Ne- 
groes?” I was compelled to tell him 
this was true in many parts of America, 
also there are many colleges to which 
Negroes are not admitted. Offhand I 
found it difficult to answer his question, 
“Why?” It is quite true that there is 
a strong anti-Zionist feeling among the 
Arabs, but the feeling against the in- 
digenous Jew, I believe, does not begin 
to compare with the tensions between 
Jews and Gentiles, Negroes and whites 
and some sects in America.

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Twenty Months of Evasion

man first appealed to Congress for universal 


military training. In this 20 months nothing has 
been done. The record smacks of reckless stall- 


ing with the people’s safety. | 

A year ago the Senators and Representatives 
decided to let universal training wait. They said 
it might interfere with the 1946 elections. If 
it were postponed again until the next ‘session, 
there would then be the 1948 elections. It is in- 
conceivable that Congress should adjourn once 
more without action. 

Further frustration on this issue is intolerable. 


Former Justice Roberts, Harold Stassen, Herbert 


Lehman, Henry Stimson, Bishop Manning and a 
hundred other. eminent citizens have banded to- 
gether to try to make Congress act. Comment- 
ing on the swiftness and totality of atomic war, 
Justice Roberts says: 

It is a grim picture. Without a trained 
citizenry it is a hopeless picture. . . . Con- 
gress, constitutionally charged with provid- 
ing for the common defense, must not shirk 
its responsibilities. 

President Truman, the defense secretaries, 
the armed forces commanders and other re- 
sponsible leaders in Government have appealed 
for training legislation. The Compton commit- 
tee of prominent scientists, ministers and educa- 
tors was appointed by the President to study the 
whole field. These men were convinced that 
universal training is essential. 

Poll after poll shows that the people want it. 
The number has risen with the rise in inter- 
national tension. 

Traditionally America has been opposed to 
anything that looks like conscription. The atti- 
tude of the public has changed, for compelling 
reasons which Congress cannot ignore. 

Time, the historic ally of our defense, has 
ticked away. That protection ended with Hiro- 


- shima. The Compton committee drew a clear 


picture: if war comes again, holocaust will ride 
the skies; the decision will be speedy; there will 
be no time to erect major defenses. 

Is the United States prepared now? In six 
army areas at home there are just four combat 
divisions at varying strength. 
peditionary troops are spread thin. Gen. Eisen- 
hower has just told Congress that our Army is 
a “poor second” to Russia's. He adds: 

As a result of this weakness and sparse- 
ness of our forces, the United States Army 
has a lessened influence toward deterring 
aggression. 

Yet the chief of staff admits that he cannot 
“entirely exclude” the possibility of war within 
12 months. It is a blunt, tough warning of how 
security stands. : 

There is gnly one alternative to universal mili- 
tary training. That is a tremendous standing 
— would break with the peacetime 
pr ent of this nation. Universal training, by 
contrast, means a citizens’ army. It is in accord 
with our prized tradition. 2 

Experiments at Fort Knox show how univer- 
sal military training will work. Trainees will 
be immunized against militaristic thinking. They 
will train in civilian status under cvilian control. 
Youths from every walk of life will be taught 
their common responsibility for the safety of the 
land and the life they believe in. 

It is not the welfare of this nation alone that 
is at stake. Other peoples look to us for security 
and protection. 5 

Shall we have to surrender our announced 
principles for lack of strength to uphold them? 
Is it for this that circumscribed minds speak out 
against training legislation? | 

Senator Taft, for one, is reported to consider 
universal training as obsolete and wasteful. That 
is a shallow verdict. Gen. Marshall testified that 
the atomic bomb increased the need for infan- 
try. Even a bookkeeping mentality should see 
that the cost of defense is not measured by 
money, but by survival. 

It should not have required 20 months to dis- 
pel such pre-atomic unrealism. Men like Sen- 
ator Vandenberg and Representative Andrews 


cannot let the Tafts speak for the Republican 


party on this issue. Congress still has one month 
before it in which to pass a universal training 
bill, and that should be enough.

So seldom is the influence of the federal judi- 
clary put behind legislation that any such activity 
is worth special notice. Just now the Confer- 
ence of Federal Judges is engaged in advising 
the public about its bills to provide uniform 
qualifications for federal jurors and for other- 
wise improving the regulations governing jury 
service in federal courts.

No one should nourish the illusion that large- 
scale loans for European recovery, as proposed 
in the Marshall plan, will generate gratitude or 
even any appreciable amount of good will for 
the United States.

This is a matter upon which Europe is being 


very candid, even before the loans are voted. 
Pravda says that the Marshall program is in- 
fluenced by the desire to prolong “the postwar 
«boom in the United States,” where the “threat 
of an economic crisis is growing daily.” 


In Paris, the newspaper Franc-Tireur says vir- 


tually the same thing—America wants to lend 
millions to Europe to create orders for goods to 
keep factories open in the United States. In 
short, it’s all a matter of pump-priming. 

Well, let's see. If that is all that is involved, 
we'd better spend that six billion dollars a year 
at home. At least a dozen plans are kicking 
about for forestalling a recession by spending 
money at home on public buildings, reforesta- 
tion, flood and soil erosion control, scientific 
research, and many other projects. 

These are things which would increase the 
wealth and the military potential of the United 
States rather than those of countries which 
might be our enemies in another war. 

Perhaps we in this country should be quite as 
candid as Pravda and Franc-Tireur. Perhaps we 
should point out that Uncle relishes neither the 
nickname of Uncle Shylock nor Uncle Sap. Our 
interest in European recovery is based on our 
interest in stability and peace. That’s not alto- 
gether altruistic, but it’s not a motive for Europe 
to sneer at, either. 

Moreover, we think Congress and the Ameri- 
can people would be more receptive to the loans 
if the State Department should make clear to 
Europe that, in return for them, we expect 
Europe in full measure to help clean up its own 
wretched house, and to forego the luxury of the 
old hatreds, rivalries and prejudices that have 
caused hundreds of wars, 

Maybe, as Pravda and Franc-Tireur insinuate, 
we are not philanthropists, but neither let us be 
fools. Let’s attach conditions to the loans that 
will make them worth both giving and receiv- 
ing.

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A New Ford Experiment 
In agreeing on an old-age retirement plan, 
the Auto Workers’ Union and the Ford Motor 
Co. have made a highly constructive move. In- 
stead of drawing all their wage increase in the 
form of take-home pay or holidays, the workers 


are assigning 8 cents an hour to a retirement 1 


fund. The Ford Company apparently will make 
a generous contribution to supplement the wage 
deductions. | 

As the proportion of old people in the popu- 
lation increases, retirement plans become more 
necessary. Federal old-age insurance and old- 
age pensions help meet the need, but together 
they do not offer a standard of living that a 
worker can look forward to with satisfaction. 

The employer .should benefit because the work- 
er will have a greater vested interest in his job 
and a greater concern for steady operation. The 
plan will be closely watched and should be wide- 
ly copied.

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New Pillars of Empire 

Can Britain’s remarkable adaptability sur- 
mount the present crisis and build a new empire 
to replace fading dominion in Asia and the Mid- 
die East? Sumner Welles, former Under Secre- 
tary of State, takes up this question in a pene- 
trating article on the previous page and comes 
out with at least a qualified Yes. 

The old jewels of the crown—Egypt, India, 
Burma—are going, but Britain is planning new 
bases of military and economic strength in Af- 


rica, hitherto neglected, Joining forces with the 


French, the British plan a rail and motor route 
across the heart of Africa, from Dakar to Khar- 
toum and Mombasa. The line culminates in great 


air bases for the protection of British stakes in 


the South Arabian oil fields and trade interests 
in Asia. 

Airpower has made the ancient Mediterranean- 
Suez-Red Sea line of eommunications untenable, 
so the line is to be moved 600 miles to the south. 

British strategists well know that military 
power can be safely based only upon a land that 
is economically developed. There must be a 
supporting civilian population that produces to 
satisfy its own wants, with a comfortable surplus 
for export or to supply such forces as war may 
require te be quartered with it. 

Britain already has set aside $100,000,000 for 
the development of a giant peanut plantation in 
Kenya and is preparing to lay out $400,000,000 
more for wheat, corn and cattle lands in British 
East Africa.

One mark of Dostoevsky’s power is the 
reader’s confusion among and irritation 
with the turbulent emotions, switchback 
narrative, delayed expositions (“Of this I 
shall have more to say later“), intricate 
intrigue, and general breast-beatings of the 
novel so aptly called “A Raw Youth.” For 
these are natural to a neurotic, unoriented 
20-year-old hero, Arkady, on whom the 
brand of illegitimacy burns sorely and who 
is experiencing the torments of association 
with the father he has never seen before. 

This association occurs in a tortuously 
event-filled year in St. Petersburg soon aft- 
er the reforms of 1861, among characters 
numerous as those in a Rivera mural. The 
familiar Dostoevsky theme of “hate in 
love” shows up, as does another often pow- 
erfully present—that of “the double.”

Arkady's father, is a schizoid intellec- 
tual and aristocrat (“I am really split 
in two mentally”), a “noblehearted man, 
and a friend of humanity.” Arkady, one 
of the insulted and injured, insecure and 
moodily “inferior,” is a kind of prototype 
of Thomas Wolfe’s goat-crying Hugene 
Gant. Seemingly “lost, lost, forever lost,” 
he seeks stability, seemliness. 

Characters and events are tied together 
in an incriminating letter first seen on 
page 66 and incredibly retained through 
600 pages of turgid narration. “The neader,” 
Arkady says, won't find me eloquent at 
any time.” But he is as garrulous as a 
drunken pitchman. The backward look, 
however, dispels one’s fret: this book is 
a window through which we see every 
phase of an adolescent mind caught in a 
critical period, in the first pangs of so- 
phistication. It is not easy reading, but 
it excites one with a powerful sense of in- 
dividual participation.

Mr. Lavrin’s 157-page study, based on his 
out-of-print “Dostoevsky and His Crea- 
tion,” but so revised and rewritten as in ef- 
fect to be a new work, opens with a fine 
biographical sketch and then deals with 
the spiritual drama of Dostoevsky’s char- 
acter and its reflection in the “apocalyp- 
tic mentality” that pervades his novels. 

Mr. Lioyd correlates the events of Dos- 
toevsky’s life with the complicated spir- 
itual pattern of the novels, In a note, he 
bespeaks his indebtedness to Mr. Lavrin's 
studies, but his own full-length biography 
has the merits of richer detail and more 
leisurely development. Granted that he 
adds little or nothing to existing knowledge 
of the Dostoevsky who was “a psychiatrist 
not by right of science but by right of suf- 
fering,” he brings sincerity and fresh sum- 
mary to bear on an author who perhaps 
“delivered no message of finality but only 
a repeated question: ‘Do the gods indeed 
rule over us or are we the sport of 
chance?’”

The chapter on Wiley Rutledge is a good 
sample. It tells how the former dean of 
the Washington University Law School 
was summoned to the White House in 1943 
to meet Franklin D. Roosevelt, who called 
the visitor by his first name in one breath 
and his acquaintance in the next. But it 
also tells precisely how Rutledge's appoint- 
ment brought immediate change and how 
he has continued to be his own man. 

Watchers of the court who have seen 
Rutledge grow in stature will be interested 
to by that this observer forecasts « 
better place in the sun for the Kentucky- 
born Justice who has lived in North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Wisconsin, Indiana, New 
Mexico, Colorado, Missouri and Iowa.

Although the Jackson-Black “feud” is re 
counted in detail, that untoward affair 
does not bother Mr. McCune too much. He 
charges it up to the fact that judges are 
human beings subject to ambitions that 
move other men. He clearly likes Hugo 
Black, whom he finds to be an affirma- 
tive Justice in the tradition of the 
Justices of the past “who did not get that 
way by being neutral in their impacts.” 
And he says frankly that Black has been 
“able to cut through to the crux of many 
legal situations largely because he was un- 
encumbered by years of legal rigmarole.” 

As for the thirteenth Chief Justice, the 
writer thinks that Vinson may, by virtue 
of his service in the legislative and execu- 
tive branches, help notably in ironing out 
the kinks in the separation of powers. But 
he sees little likelihood that a more or less 
middle-road conservative will be able to 
establish either harmony or stability. 

This is a first-rate book, with good re- 
porting and generally fair and sound judg- 
ment about the least known of our great 
institutions, IRVING DILLIARD.

High 

The United States has em- 
barked deliberately on a course of 
rehabilitating war-torn nations as 
a bulwark against the spread of 
Communism.

But a statement of the problem 
serves to indicate the complexity 
and gravity of the studies which 
President Truman has just recent- 
ly ordered. 

A non-partisan citizen council is 
to advise the President on the 
limits within which the United 
States may safely and wisely plan 
to extend assistance to other na- 
tions and the relation between 
this assistance and our domestic 
economy. This group will be 
headed by Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman. 

A government committee headed 
by Secretary of the Interior Krug 
will make an inventory of our na- 
tional resources, and Dr. Edwin 
G. Nourse, chairman of the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, will head up another study 
on the impact on our national 
economy of aid to other countries, 

This program meets in lar 
measure the suggestions for de- 
termining how far we can go in 
lending material assistance to 
other nations which have been ad- 
vanced by Bernard Baruch and 
more recently by former President 
Herbert Hoover and Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg, 

Exporting More Than 10 Pct. 

On the average, something more 
than 10 per cent of what we have 
been producing has been going to 
other nations, but in some com- 
modities the percentage runs 
much higher. 

For instance, during 1946 we 
shipped abroad 47 per cent of our 
cotton; 31 per cent of our dairy 
products; 30 per cent of our wheat; 
26 per cent of our farm machin- 
ery; 24 per cent of our oil, and 20 
per cent of our lard.

Attacks in Soviet Press. 

There is no reason to believe 
that the Russians have experi- 
enced a sudden change of heart. 
The attacks on the Marshall pro- 
gram continue in the Soviet press, 
faithfully reflected in the world 
Communist press, The Russians 
have repeatedly demanded “more 
information” on the proposal from 
the British Foreign Office, al- 
though they must know that at 
this stage no more information is 
They have demanded 
an open meeting, with the inten- 


Servers, of publicly portraying the 
whole program as empty and 
without substance. 

Meanwhile, they are using 
their vast propaganda mechanism 
to spread the conviction in Eu- 
rope that the world food short- 
age is a “myth” maintained by 
greedy American capitalists “for 
profiteering purposes.” 

Finally, the Russians have a last 
ace up their sleeves—a demand 
for a large share of any Ameri- 
can appropriation, on the basis of 
Russian war devastation. The 
Russian intelligence service is 
sufficiently competent ¢o report 
that the Ejightieth Congress 
would commit mass harakiri 
rather than appropriate a cent to 
the Soviet Union, 

In the face of all this, there are 
still solid groynds for hoping that 
the Marshall Doctrine will yet 
save Europe and incidentally the 
United States. Secretary Marshall 
has taken a calculated risk, and 
in so doing has for the first time 
wrested the political initiative 
from the Soviet Union. 

First, Bevin has made it clear 
that any attempt to sabotage the 
European response to the Marshall 
proposal will be mercilessly ex- 
posed to the gaze of an angry 
Europe—and Communists dislike 
hunger as much as other Huro- 
ans. 

Second, the economic pull of the 
eastern European countries, es- 
pecially Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia, toward western Europe 
will be exceedingly difficult for 
the Russians to resist. 

No Soviet Dollzr Shortage. 

Finally, the Soviet ace can be 
trumped. The fact is that unlike 
other European countries, the 
Soviet Union has no dollalr short- 
age. Soviet gold production is 
one of Russia's most closely 
guarded secrets, but it is believed 
that production is in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 million a year, and 
that the Russians have a goldgre- 
serve of as much as two billion. 

Moreover, in their closed con- 
tinental economy, the Russians 
face no export-import problem. 
Indeed, during the last year they 
had a favorable dollar balance in 
cash trade of nearly 50 million 
dolllars, and cashed another 33 
million dollars worth of gold in 
the United States. 

If the Soviet Union were to de- 
mand a big slice of the American 
appropriation, it too would of 
course be obliged, like other Euro- 
pean countries, to produce a de- 
tailed balance sheet. 

The Marshall proposal has thus 
at last brought the Soviet rulers 
face-to-face with the facts. Either 
the Russians can choose to sabo- 
tage the reconstruction effort and 
thus create the - very western 
European bloc which they fear, or 
they can choose 3 to 
change their policy and help to 

eate a healthy Europe, on which 
he Soviet economic structure it- 
self at length depends.

=~, between the British and 
Frénch Governments, Dakar 
must assume the same strate 
gic importance on the western 
coast of Africa as that envis- 
aged for Mombasa or Dar-es- 
Salaam on the eastern coast. 
The major bases must be linked 
by a three thousand mile net- 
work of high roads and air 
lines. (The highway would swing 
from Nigeria, through French 
Equatorial Africa to the Sudan, 
and thence.to Kenya.) The com- 
munications must, in turn, be 
supplemented by additional links 
with the other coastal outlets 
whi h are of military importance, 
Chief Obstacles. 


From the economic standpoint, 
the chief obstacles in any inten- 
sive development of the agricul-

peoples have been gradually de- 
spoiled of their heritage, the 
establishment in Kenya of a series 
of large reservations for many of 
the tribes has helped to prevent 
acute frictlon between the two 


races. 
Kenya Plans. 

It is in Kenya where the British 
Government is making its first 
start in the inauguration of an 
intensive program of economic de- 
velopment. Lead and sine in im- 
portant quantities have been dis- 
covered, The British Labor Gov- 
ernment intends to nationalize 
these depofits, as it intends to na- 
tionalize all similar deposits in 
Britain’s African territories, It is 
in the field of agriculture, how- 
ever, where the major impact is 
to be anticipated. The tentative 
program now drawn up proposes 
the expenditure of one hundred 
millions of dollars to establish a 
corporation which will undertake 
the production of peanuts. This 
form of vegetable fat is assured of 
a steady market in a Bugope 
which will long be starved of Tats, 
A permanent source of wealth can 
thus be obtained for Kenya, and 
it is estimated that the standard 
of living can thereby rapidly be 
increased, Similar development 
projects have already been framed 
for all of the other British-con- 
trolled territories north of the 
Rhodesias.

fluence in world affairs. 

Greenland is an excellent 
example of what I am talking 
about. We have no desire to 
occupy and govern Greenland. 
We do desire that there should 
be air bases there on the use of 
which we can depend in an 
emergency, 

It is a principle hallowed by 
experience that an outlying base 
must be adequately defended. 
The scale of defense required in 
any given case is measured by 
the capabilities of whatever 
rival power might conceivably 
attack the base, and in the 
matter of time by the maximum 
period which the base might be 
required to hold out until it can 
be reinforced. In Greenland, at 
present, no large-scale defensive 
installations are required de- 
cause no other country Is in any 
position to attack the bases. The 
only other Arctic power of any 

strength, the Soviet Union, ts 

still so deficient both in long- 
range airplanes and in naval 
force that even if the Kremlin 
wanted to seize a base on Green-

The existence and maintenance 
of the bases are therefore all that 
we require; which means only 
maintenance personnel, plus 
weather and communications peo- 
ple, all of which we have there 
now.

Hitler with valuable information.

And he was the implacable 
foe of Himmler. Yet Canaris him- 
self did not join the conspiracy. 
One of his friends and close col- 
laborators, Major General Erwin 
Lahousen, an Austrian from the 
ranks of the Vienna secret service, 
told the International Tribunal in 
Nuernberg that Canaris hated 
“Hitler, his system and particular- 
ly his methods. Canaris stated his 
attitude thus: ‘We did not suc- 
ceed in preventing this war of 
aggression. The war means the 
end of Germany and our own end, 
and as such it is a misfortune and 
a catastrophe of the greatest pro- 
portions. However, a misfortune 
that would have been even greater 
than this catastrophe would have

Lahousen then told of the diary, 
which he said Canaris kept in or- 
der “to inform Germany and the 
world once and for all of the guilt 
of those people who were guiding 
the fate of Germany at this time.” 

When I was in Berlin in the ae 
of 1945 I found what seemed 
be some good clues as the location 
of the Canaris papers. These, I 
was told, originally included: the 
diary; a chronology of Nazi crimes 
from 1933 on, prepared by Hans 
von Dohnanyi; a card index file 
of Nazi leaders and their individ- 
ual crimes; memoranda on the 
coup d’etat prepared by Beck, 
Goerdeler and Dohnanyi; the rec- 
ord of the trial tr’ ct ral von 
Fritsch; and memoranda on nego- 
tlatlons between the Vatican and 
the Beck-Goerdeler plotters, 

Papers Buried. 


These paper had all been kept 
in a safe under Abwehr control 
at the Zossen military headquar- 
ters near Berlin. Later, it ap- 
pears, some of the papers were 
buried near a hunting lodge in 
Hanover which I at first thought 
I would be able to locate. Unfor- 
tunately, the man who had been 
entrusted with the task of burying 
the documents, sometime in 1944, 
had refused to let anyone accom- 
Him. A few months later, 
after July 20, he was executed 
and his secret was not passed on 
to any persons now living. From 
an interrogation of a German pris- 
oner after the war it was learned 
that the documents/left in Zossen 
were discovered by the 2 
and, under the personal supe 
ion of Ernst Kaltenbrunner, who 
succeeded Heydrich as head of the 
SD, had been taken to a castle, 
Schloss Mittersill in the Tyrol, and 
there burnt one by one. The pris- 
oner declared that the destroyed 
documents included the full Can- 
aris diary and also the Vatican 
and Fritsch papers. I am now 
convinced Canaris’s invaluable 
diary and the other records have 
been irretrievably lost. ö 

But parts of Lahousen’s contri- 
bution to Canaris’s diary have 
been found. Brittle and discol- 
ored, unearthed from a secret hid- 
ing place, they have been carefully 
restored and were presented to 
the Nuernberg Tribunal. From 
these papers Lahousen recon- 
structed the history of some of 
Canaris’s attempts to frustrate 
Hitler’s designs. 

According to Lahousen, Adm. 
Canaris tried to dissuade Hitler 
from extermination licies in 
Poland and later in Russia, and 
protested against violations of the 
laws of war regarding prisoners. 
He refused, in the winter of 1940, 
to carry out an order to have 
Gen. Maxime Weygand, then in 
North Africa, assassinated. When 
Gen. Henri Giraud escaped from 
prison in Koenigstein with the 
help of the French ungerground 
intelligence service, Keitel urged 
that he be assassinated by Can- 
aris's men. Canaris did nothing, 
and when Keitel asked him about 
it, Canaris said Heydrich of the 
S. D. had made preparations for the 
murder. This was not true, but it 
was a safe excuse since Heydrich 
had been killed at Lidice in 
Czechoslovakia the day after 
Giraud fled. 

Lahousen made one very sig- 
nificant remark in hig Nuernberg 
testimony.

Full of interest in foreign politi- 
cal developments and usually ex- 
tremely well informed; the ideal 
chief of a ‘deuxieme bureau.’ 
Aside from this a kind man who 
took every opportunity to pry a 
victim from the Gestapo. For us 
younger men he always showed 

ticular consideration. His 

tred of the Nazis was coupled 

th an. inborn. love of intrigue; 
wherever there seemed to be a 
plot in the making he was in- 
formed about it and—involved. On 
the other hand, in the opinion of 
some of my friends, he also had 
the faults of his professiog, a lack 
of seriousness which ddes not 
want to tie itself down definitely 
but juggles with all possibilities.” 

General Halder thought him 
“the sort of man from whom you 
learned things and who was in 
touch with people you did not 
want to meet in public. I would 
describe Canaris as the man who 
instigated but never gave the 
final shape to ings.” And an 
angered Gestapo official told one 
of the few survivors of the 
putsch: “He pulled the wool over 
the eyes of all of them, Heydrich, 
Himmler, Keitel, Ribbentrop, and 
even the Fuhrer.” 

I do not mean to give the im- 
pression that the entire German 
Abwehr spent its time plotting 
against Hitler. Nothing would be 
farther from the truth. Probably 
ninety-five per cent or more of 
the Abwehr was collecting intel- 
ligence about, and plotting 
against, the Allies. Possibly some 
five per cent of its personnel, in- 
cluding several of the top men, 
were anti-Nazis and had a loose 
organization of their own through 
which they helped the conspir- 
acy. General Oster, chief of the 
Abwehr’s personnel, belonged to 
the inner circle of the conspira- 
tors. He could not keep fanatical 
Nazis out of the Abwehr, but he 
got as many anti-Nazis into it as 
he could. 

Oster Becomes Adviser 


After the Fritsch affair in 1938 
Oster also became the trusted ad- 
viser of the non-Nazi generals. 
He informed them in advance of 
Hitler’s and Himmler’s plans, as 
the Nazis often intentionally kept 
the old-line generals in the dark, 
even about actions in which the 
generals were to participate. 

Oster’s chief assistant, Hans 
von Dohnanyi, a former judge and 
a civilian, was closely associated 
in the conspiracy with a group of 
young German intellectuals, 
churchmen and business men, in- 
cluding his four brothers-in-law: 
Justus Delbruck, a government of- 
ficial in the days of the Republic 
and a business man in the Third 
Reich; the brothers Claus and 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer—Claus was 
an attorney for the German air 
lines and Dietrich a Protestant 
clergyman who had been in 
charge of the German Church in 
London; and Rudiger Schleicher, 
legal expert in the Air Ministry. 
All of these men worked under 
the cover of the Abwehr. All of 
them were executed “for partici- 
pation in the plot of 20 July,” ex- 
cept Justus Delbruck, who was 
arrested by the Russians shortly 
after they liberated him from the 
Lehrterstrasse prison in Berlin. 
He has not been heard of since. 

Before the outbreak of the war, 
the Abwehr supplied much of the 
material used in the attempts to 
convince generals, and even some 
Nazis, that an attack upon Poland 
would certainly lead to war with 
England, and France as well. The 
Abwehr also gave some considera- 
tion to a prewar plan to arrest 
Hitler on the technicality that he 
was insane and to appoint Goering 
successor and “preserver of the 
peace.” This was the type of in- 
trigue that would appeal to Ca- 


prewar peace efforts were based 
on the premise that Germany 
should not go to war until 1941. 
Canaris tried to strengthen Goer- 
ing’s position and alienate him 
from the other top Nazis. Goer- 
ing’s monumental vanity made 
him very susceptible. The heights 
his vanity attained were related 
with relish at the Nuernberg trials 

his former cabinet colleague, 

jalmar Schacht: 

“Hitler I call an amoral type, 
but Goering I can only regard 
as immoral and criminal.“ 

Schacht’s comments, while quite 
accurate as to Goering’s vanity 
and criminality, and his igno- 
rance in the field of economics 
are tinged with jealousy. Goer- 
ing was no fool where strategy 
and his chosen field of aviation 
were concerned, as any of the 
Army interrogators who question- 
ed him would willingly admit. If 
Hitler, in 1940-41, had listened to 
Goering’s counsel to invade Spain 
and North Africa rather than Rus- 
sia the war might have lasted 
far longer than it did. Certainly 
the plotters in the Abwehr never 
felt in discounting Goering, 
and ‘ieir own purposes tried, 
but with little success, to sharpen 
the rivalry for power which sepa- 
rated him from Himmler. The 
latter’s competing intelligence 
service was an ever present threat 
to the existence of the Abwehr, 
and seriously inconvenienced 
General Oster’s program. for using 
the Abwehr's agents in neutral 
countries to establish contacts for 
the conspirators outside Germany. 

Talked to Churchill. 

Even before the war contact 
had been made with the British in 
Berlin. Goerdeler’s travels have 
already been mentioned, and just 
before the outbreak of war Schla- 
brendorff went to London and in- 
formed Winston Churchill and 
Lord Lloyd of what he had learned 
about the Hitler-Stalin pact, of the 
plans of the anti-Nazi conspiracy, 
within Germany, and of the cer- 
tainty of an attack upon Poland. 
After war broke out, Oster cre- 
ated contacts for the conspiracy 
in Sweden, Switzerland, Spain and 
Turkey. For example, when in 
1942 the Lutheran pastor, Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer, traveled to Sweden to 
give the Bishop of Chichester a 
message for the British Govern- 


ment, he did so with papers pre-. 


pared by the Abwehr. One of

which strengthens, comforts and

The confirmed youth does not 
receive the courage of a stalwart 
champion of the Christian Faith 
automatically or by some sort of 
magic, But he is entitled to te-

„Illegal“ activities in the Abwehr 
increased as time went on, but 
they were threatened by Himm- 
ler's desire to get all intelligence, 
domestic and foreign, under his 
control. He constantly looked for 
any excuse to intrigue against 
Canaris and the Abwehr as a 
whole. He found one late in 1943. 
The Gestapo discovered that Doh- 
nanyi was involved in unauthor- 
ized foreign-currency transactions 
(the real purpose of which was to 


—: 


provide for people who had to 


take refuge abroad). 
used this information as a basis

to blackmail Canaris and destroy J. 


the Abwehr. In these efforts he 
found a surprising ally in Goering, 
who recently had had in his own 
Air Ministry the Rote Kapelle 
scandal. Naturally Goering was 
anxious to divert public attention 


to other scandals. A Nazi official — 


of extreme cunning and ability 
named Roeder, had been in charge 
of the Rote Kapelle investigation. 
Goering had Roeder appointed to 
investigate the Abwehr. He was 
also intent on proving that the 
army and the church were plotting 
together against the party. 

The situation of the conspirators 
became extremely serious. Oster, 
involved at the very outset when 
he refused to agree to Dohnanyi’s 
arrest, was afraid the Gestapo 
would break into his safe and 
seize the “illegal” records. He suc- 


ceeded in saving most of the pa- 


pers before he was removed from 
office and put under house arrest. 
_ Deserted to Allies. 

And then, right on top of the 
Dohnanyi affair, two Abwehr 
agents in Turkey, Erich Maria 
Vermehren and his wife, deserted 
to the Allies. Himmler closed in 
at once, 

Admiral Canaris knew very well 
what was at stake. With the help 
of the Judge Advocate of the Ger- 
man Army, Dr. Carl Sack, whose 
participation in the conspiracy 
later cost him his life, Canaris 
persuaded Field Marshal Keitel 
that Himmler was seeking tq con- 
trol not only the Abwehr but the 
army. 9 

The struggle between Canaris 
and Himmler ended in a compro- 
mise. The investigation was taken 
out of the hands of Roeder. Oster 
was forbidden to travel and kept 
under strict surveillance. Gisevius, 
threatened with a treason charge, 
barely succeeded in getting back 
to his post in Zurich, Canaris 
himself survived, but was so bad- 
ly compromised that, on Himm- 
ler’s insistence, he was forced into 
retirement. 

Those who are disposed to stress 
the “efficiency” of dictatorships 
would do well to ponder the inter- 
esting fact that in Hitler’s totali- 
tarian state the four top men of 
the German intelligence service— 
Adm. Canaris, Gen. Oster, Doh- 
nanyi and Col. Hansen—and scores 
of their subordinates had to be 
executed for treason, ‘

Opposition 
leaders and press openly charge 
corruption, Applications for for- 
eign loans are opposed violently 
by enemies of the Government 
who charge that the money will 
be misspent. 

Food appears plentiful but the 
average Man says the already 
high cost of living is climbing 
daily. 

The right wing press charges 
the Government with denying 
freedom of press and freedom of 
elections.

Western “Capitalism and imperi- 


alism” are flooding Iran with 
high-priced goods and making 
the nation a breeding place for 
war with Russia. 

Iranian merchants, eager to 
supply growing demands for for- 
eign luxury goods, pay black mar- 
ket prices for foreign exchange. 

Charge Made Against Russia. 

Iranian officials say that P acon 
sia is bypassing Iranian customs 
and bringing goods into the coun- 
try to sell in a free market when 
prices are high. The prime min- 
ister in a recent radio speech said 
that Russia owed the country ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 in ‘unpaid 
customs. . 

Iranian airlines officials say the 
Russians are operating an un- 
licensed airline inside Iran and 
cutting fares so low that Iranian 
lines cannot compete profitably. 
Russian fliers in red-starred lend- 
lease planes fly regular schedules 
between Tehran and Tabriz, and 
Tehran and Meshed, using fuel 
imported duty free from Russian 
government-operated refineries. 

The halt and the blind still beg 
in Tehran streets. Illiteracy is 
estimated unofficially at some- 
where between 60 and 90 per cent. 
A year ago the Prime Minister, 
in outlawing opium culture, de- 
clared that 20 per cent of the 
population was addicted to the 
drug. 

A relative handful of the people 
still control most of the wealth 
although a small middle class— 
mostly merchants, Government of- 
fice workers, clerks speaking sev- 
eral languages and skilled labor- 
ers—struggled up in wartime.

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India, Land of Conquest, Sorrow 


Begins New Era Under British Plan 


Historically Nation Has Absorbed Most Con- 
querers or Worn Them Out—Never 
Enjoyed Peace, Unity.

Twenty-three hundred years ago 
Alexander the Great, seeking new 
worlds to conquer, pushed through 
the mountain passes and onto the 
river plains of a subcontinent. 

The land was fabled India, a 
vast and troubled land which only 
now is emerging into world af- 
fairs under Great Britain’s plan 
for its independence and division. 
It's at the beginning of another 
chapter in a long saga, hitherto 
‘marked mainly by sorrow and 
woe, 

Alexander's Macedonians made 
the first full-scale European in- 
vasion of the enormous Indian 
triangle, but conquest, religious 
war and internecine conflict had 
been India’s lot even further back, 
into the shadowy eras of legend. 

Centuries before Alexander’s ar- 
rival there were constant infil- 
trations of white, black and yel- 
low tribes, nomads and raiders, 
through the few passes in the 
sickle-shaped Himalayas. 

Britain is now dropping this 
“brightest jewel” from the crown 
of empire, but historically India 
has absorbed most conquerors, 
thrown off others, and simply 
worn out and discouraged the 
rest. 

Alexander's title to the Indian 
world fell to his Syrian successor, 
Selencus Nicator, who almost im- 
mediately traded it to a native 
ruler for 500 elephants. 

Huns Driven Out By Turks. 

Pillaging Huns seized India 
next, only to be driven out by the 
Turks. Less than 100 years after 
the death of the Prophet Moham- 
med, the sword of Islam was un- 
sheathed by fanatics determined 
to convert the innumerable sects 
of Hinduism. 

Arabs, in bilood-thirsty zeal, 
stormed through the Punjab and 
took everything east to the 
Ganges. Equally inspired Persians 
followed. The early Mohammedaa 
influx was climaxed in 1398 by 
the arrival of the great 1 
warrior, Tamerlane. | 

It was just the beginning, for 
the trade-minded western world 
was ambitious to drain off the 
legendary wealth of the Indies, 
which even Homer had noted. 

Vasco da Gama anchored off 
the Indian coast late in the fif- 
teenth century and returned to 
Portugal with a native ruler’s sug- 
gestion that India swap “cinna- 
mon, cloves, ginger and precious 
stones” for gold, silver, coral and 
“scarlet.” 

Portugal was interested in what 
India had to offer, but not on a 
trading basis, for soon it had 
wrested a foothold, Goa, on the 
west coast. Portugal holds the 
little enclave to this day. 

A little later, by means of more 
warfare and deals with native 
princes, Portugal had built up a 
monopoly in oriental trade, un- 
chalienged until the mid-seven- 
teenth century when the Dutch 
developed ideas of their own. 

England, too, wanted to tap In- 
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dian wealth, but didn’t do much 
about it until the free-booting days 
of Queen Elizabeth. The virgin 
queen founded ‘the “governor and 
company of merchants of London 
trading into the East Indies,” in 
1600. France at the same time 
was dreaming of snatching some 
of India’s treasures, 

Practically every European 
country had sent out explorers 
looking for new routes and short- 
cuts to India. Columbus and his 
successors traveled westward in 
this quest—and achieved other 
well-known results. Each man 
hoped that the western hemis- 
phere was just a part of fabulous 
old India. 

England pumped in niilitary and 
naval] aid to help the East Indies 
Co. established itself, In 1612 its 
seamen smashed a Portuguese 
fleet and halted expansion of Iber- 
ian trade. Later England took on 
the Dutch and erased Holland's 
hopes in India. It took two wars 
with nee to reduce that na- 
oe mportance within the trian- 
gle. 

This series of running battles 
among the foreigners was 
matched by incessant fighting 


with and among the natives, In- 


dia never knew quiet or unity. 

‘When the East India Co. was 
at last in an established position, 
but still harassed by constant out- 
breaks, some of the great British 
military heroes and leaders start- 
ed up the ladder of fame. 


Rise of Clive of India. 
Robert Clive was an obscure 


clerk in Madras during a native 


uprising. Soon afterwards, he was 
leading a little army against the 
rebellious native ruler of Bengal. 
Britons,’ unable to flee Calcutta 
when the natives took it, were 
thrown into the “black hole” of 
the city’s fort. When liberated 
the next day by Clive’s men, only 
28 of the 146 were alive. 8 

Still later, Clive lined up 900 
European troops and 2,000 native 
mercenaries against a Moslem 
army of 50,000—and trounced 
them roundly on the plains of 
Plassey. This great victory in 
1757—which historians maintain 
laid the foundations of the Brit- 
ish empire—made Clive Baron of 
Plassey, but known to the.world 
as Clive of India. 


Among the darker pages of his- 
tory are those concerning the last 
years of the company’s control, 
it milked the land, Even oftener 
than usual, the natives rebelled; 
intrigue was rampant. 

Clive made some efforts for re- 
form, and so did Warren Hast- 
ings, the company’s first titular 
Governor of India. 


Governor followed governor in 
attempting reforms. But till 
India rumbled and erupted. Brit- 
ish-led troops raced from one 
trouble-spot to other, 

Gen, Arthur lesley, later the 
Duke of Wellington, began to 
build his fame with a great vic- 
tory at Assaye in 1803, when his 
4500 soldiers routed an army of 
50,000 led by a rebellious poten- 


tate, 
Rebellion in Bengal 

This sort of thing kept up con- 
stantly for another half century 
when, in 1858, came the straw 
that broke the company’s back: 
The “Great Mutiny.” Sepoys, the 
native troops employed by the 
British, rebelled in . Law- 
lessness and death sp through 
the densely populated land of the 

8. 

The direct cause of the mutiny 
is debatable. Most students think 
it came when the Sepoys 
ered that pig and cattle fat— 
which the Hindu religion taboos— 
was used to grease their cart- 
ridges. But it was only the spark 
that lit a ready-made fire which 
had been a-building for years. 

The company died a quick 
death. Queen Victoria became em- 
press and the British Parliament 
passed the first formal reform 
bill, “an act for the better govern- 
ment of India.” 7 


Great Britain set to work with 
a will to make some needed 
changes. The first goal was po- 
litical justice and religious tolera- 
tion for the 300 millions, Although 
a good start was made, the crown 
immediately ran into some of the 
same old problems. War broke out 
in Bhutan and famine struck 
Orissa, taking thousands of lives. 
A few years later more thousands 
died in a famine in Bengal. 

In 1878, British arms were car- 
ried from India into Afghanistan 
because its Amir apparently was 
intriguing with Czarist Russia. 


Gradually some progress was 
made. The universal illiteracy of 
the people was whittled, Factories 
were built, hospitals constructed, 
and little by little natives became 
more important in the government 
and the civil service. 

Unrest continued in spite of 
these efforts. As early as 1885 the 
nationalist movement had started 
with the organization of the Na- 
tional Congress. By 1904 it was an 
important movement for self-gov- 
ernment, 

The British Government had a 
direct hand in the government of 
all but the princely states. Most of 
these controlled their people and 
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levied on them. Each chlef's au- 


thority was determined by treaties 
ow understandings with the Brit- 


ish, 

Although Hindus and Moslems 
had been on the Indian council 
from 1909 on, it was not until 1919 
that the land had a constitution, 
which among other things, de- 
lineated sources of government 
revenue and gave the vote to 
about five million natives. 

India, although still harassed 
by its age-old problems, had 
made progress and her \economic 
house was not quite so chaotic. 
The movement for independence 
was growing. Mohandas K. 
Gandhi initiated his passive re- 
sistance movement—which spread 
like wildfire, and broke into vio- 
lence in some areas. 

In 1920 a million Moslems in 
Madras rose in an effort to con- 
vert two million Hindus. A little 


sect, churned up the Punjab as 
they sought to seize some temples. 
The Moslem league had become 
powerful and it opposed the Hin- 
du national congress although 
both sought the same thing: In- 
dependence and self-government. 

Indian remained a iand seeth- 
ing with hatred and weird con- 
trasts. 

The princes and chiefs accepted 
with gusto the luxuries of the 
western civilization. They rode— 
and ride—inj American limousines 
and installed modern plumbing in 
their Oriental palaces. They kept 
their centuries- Id hold over their 
subjects. 


Industrialization and modern 
\transportation has done much to 


bring India within the family of 
nations. But the bulk of the 
people still live in a feudal civil- 


ization which the rest of the 
world abandoned long ago.

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The Reverend Scott Wants to Chase Liquor and 'Sin' Out 
of Rose City; the Townspeople Want to Chase Reverend

ROSE CITY, Mich., June 28, 

ITHIN the past six weeks, 
W crusading Rev. Cecil H. 
Scott, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist Church in this little 
town of 355 people, has achieved 
a popularity somewhat similar to 
that of a polecat at a Sunday 
school picnic. Never one to con- 
fine himself to merely preaching 
from his pulpit, Rev. Scott had 
for almost a year been exhorting 
Rose City townfolk individually to 
mend their sinful ways, give up 
movies and dancing. He even 
prayed for rain so the kids could 
not play baseball on Sunday and 
judged us damned a man who 
went fishing after church services, 
Last week, preacher Scott cli- 
maxed his year’s campaign against 
sin by writing a letter to Michi- 
gan’s Gov. Kim Sigler, recount- 


Ing goings on he said he had seen 


from his own parsonage window 
«+» “high school kids drinking 
from bottles hidden in snow- 
drifts” ... “supposedly respecta- 
ble married men of Rose City in 
parked automobiles with single 
girls. In a Sunday sermon 
he warned of “more sensational 
disclosures” unless Rose City’s 
three bars were closed and an- 
nounced that he had started a 
“fight without compromise against 
liquor and sin.” He called at 
least one member of the town 
council “a drunkard” and de- 
manded that the state liquor con- 
tral conrmission investigate 
“flagrant violations” of the state 
liquor laws in Rose City, includ- 
ing “the sale of liqdor to minors 
both drunk and sober.” 

Said crusader Scott in detailing 
what he saw from his parsonage 
windows which overlook the park- 

lot around the Community 
Hall where dances and parties are 
held: “I have watched couples in 
cars, I have seen what they did. 
I have seen supposedly respectable 
married men of Rose City with 
single girls. I have seen boys and 
girls committing indecencies in 
those parked cars, I can give 
if necessary, 
And I wili, too. Rose City must 
be cleaned up.”

er Scott poking his nose into 


their personal affairs, Rose City- 
ans decided to call the crusader’s 
hand.

ITH your legs and feet look- 
W ing smooth and nicely 

groomed you can proudly 
wear the popular thonged sandals 
and bare-foot styled shoes that are 
so cool and smart this summer. 
And it is surprising how simple 
it is to keep your legs and feet 
looking nicely—they eagerly re- 
spond to any pampering you give

A regular weekly defuzzing job

conciliating the hostile influences 
by which they were surrounded. 
So, as Vance Randolph says, the 
minds of the Ozark settlers 
moved in a tremendouly involved 
system of signs and omens and 
esoteric auguries. 

This system, though it has un- 
dergone changes in the later 
years, is still guarded from scof- 
fers by the oldtimers as a herit- 
age to which the world outside 
the hills has no claim.

among the natives. “I fished and 
fought, hunted, danced and gam- 
bled with my backwoods neigh- 
bors,” he says. “I traveled the 
ridge roads in a covered Wagon, 
consorting with peddlers and 
horse traders and yarb doctors 
and moonshiners; I learned to 
chew tobacco and dallied in vil- 
lage politics, and became a depu- 
ty sheriff, and solicted local 
items for the newspapers. By 
marriage and otherwise I asso- 
ciated myself with several old 
backwoods families in both Mis- 
sour! and Arkansas. I spared no 
effort to become intimately ac- 
quainted with Ozarkers of the 
hillbilly type, and succeeded in- 
sofar as such intimacy is possible 
to one who was born a low- 
lander.”

The President’s inquiry board, 
headed by James M. Landis, chair- 
man of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, was named soon after the 
last of this series of three crashes 
when a Capital Airlines plane ap- 
proaching Washington flew into 
a mountain top near Leesburg, 
Va., June 13, killing the 50 occu- 
pants, 


The other two crashes occurred 
only a day apart and about two 
weeks previously. A United Air- 
lines plane, taking off from La- 
Guardia Field at New York 
crashed and burned, May 29, kill- 
ing 43 persons. A day later an 
Eastern Airlines plane fell at Port 
Deposit, Md., killing 53. 


These accidents, with the pos- 
sible exception of the one at Lees- 
burg, were outside the pattern of 
those last winter which stirred up 
Congressional] investigations. 
Those inquiries, however, centered 
largely on means of assisting 
planes to land during bad weather, 
because most of the winter’s seri- 
ous crashes had occurred as planes 
were attempting to land under ad- 
verse weather conditions. 


The CAB investigation of the 
New rk crash last month has 
not be completed. At first it 
was attributed to a wind shift 
which prevented the pilot from 
gaining air speed on a relatively 
short runway he had elected to 
use for the attempted takeoff. A 
CAB witness has stated, however, 
— was no wind shift at the 

me. 


In the Maryland crash, there is 
evidence of a structural failure of 
the airplane and testimony that 
part of its tail surface was torn 
loose in flight. In the Virginia 
crash the pilot was letting down 
for a landing at Washington when 
his plane flew into a mountain 
ridge 1689 feet high at time 
when his flight plan called for the 
plane to be at 3000 feet. 


: Repetitious Pattern. 


It will be months before the 
CAB completes its investigation of 
these accidents, but while these 
inquiries are being pursued the 
board cpntinues to report. from 
time to time on the causes of 
earlier crashes. Among the re- 
ports made available so far this 
year are six on major accidents of 
last year in which there is discern- 
ible the deadly repetitious pattern 
of airplanes groping through space 
under weather conditions which 
deprived pilots of accurate know 
edge of the terrain over which 
they were flying. 


A United Airlines DC-3 crashed 
into a mountain top in Wyoming 
Jan. 31, 1946, killing the 21 occu- 
pants. It was not until the win- 
ter’s snows had melted that inves- 
tigators were able to reach the 
scene, Flying gt nearly 11,000 feet 
above sea level, the pilot had 
failed by 340 feet to clear the sum- 
mit of Elk Mountain, The flight 
was through clouds which made 
the mountain top invisible. 


Under somewhat similar circum- 
stances an American Airlines DC-3 
approaching San Diego, Calif., for 
a landing, flew into the side of 
Thing Mountain March 3, 1946, 
killing the 25 occupants. The 
weather was “zero-zero” and the 
pilot was on instruments, 


Nearing Richmond, Va., May 16, 
a Viking Air Transport Co, DC-3 
fell into a creek and burned, kill- 
ing the 27 occupants. The plane 
had just taken off from Rich- 
mond for Atlanta, but attempted 
to return because of a defective 
engine. Clouds were so low the 
pilot missed his approach to the 
airport runway, and the crash 
occurred as he was trying to get 
back into the radio range for an- 
other instrument approach, 


Lost Sight of Field. 


Coming into Elko, Nev., on in- 
struments last Sept. 5, the pilot 
of a Trans-Luxury Airlines DC-3 
caught a glimpse of the airport, 
then lost it in dense fog, but 
elected to continue his landing 
attempt. The plane crashed into 
a ridge beyond the ‘field, killing 
21 persons. 


A United Airlines DC-4, near- 
ing Cheyenne, Wyo., on Oct. 8 
through fog made two instrument- 
guided approaches to the airport, 
but each time reached it too high 
to land. One the third attempt a 
wing tip struck the ground and 
the plane was demolished. Two 
passengers were killed, and more 
than 40 injured. 


CAB also investigates overseas 
crashes of American airlines, and 
one at Shannon, Lire, is included 
in the reports made public this 
year. There a TWA Constella- 
tion crashed and burned last Dec. 
28, killing five passengers and four 
of the crew. The approach was 
by instruments, through heavy 
ovébcast.

Much of its power is taken away, 
however. 

The new law provides for a 
general counsel, too. 

Unlike the general counsel under 
the Wagner Act, this one will have 
great power. He'll practically be 
independent of the NLRB. 

Hell be NLRB’s prosecuting 
arm. He can investigate charges 
of violations of the new law and 
issue complaints against unions 
and employers. | 

He'll decide whether to prose- 
cute a union or employer before 
the board—which will sit as judge 
—and his decision is final. There’s 
no appeal. 

The fields in which he’ll operate 
are pretty much wide open and 
uncharted. The law itself makes 
hardly more than passing refer- 
ence to thé job of general counsel. 

It will take time to decide just 
how ‘much power he has—or how 
much he may feel entitled to as-

The expanded board itself from 
now on will be a labor relations 
court, instead of prosecutor, jury 
and judge. 

But, because the law does s0 
many things and dips into so 


relations, the board becomes a 
major government agency. 

Because of the powers and re- 
sponsibilittes given the new NLRB, 
the overshadowed Labor Depart- 
ment shrinks to not much more 
than an agency for gathering sta- 
tistie on things like wages, em- 
ployment, and s0 on. 

One of the most important parts 
of the Government's big Labor 
Department was its Conciliation 
Service. This service, made “up 


relations, had the job of trying 
to help unions and employers set- 
tle disputes. It couldn’t compel 
them to settle anything. It could 
send in its experts to try to get 
both sides to reach agreements in 
their quarrels. 

The new law wipes out the Con- 
ciliation Service and, in its place, 
creates a new agency called the 
Federal Mediation and Concili- 
ation Service, ; 

This new agency, whose job will 
be just the same as the concili- 
ation service, is set up outside the 
Department of Labor. 

So Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach, member of Preside 
Truman’s Cabinet and head of the 
Labor Department, is left with a 
skeleton department. 

The new law savs the new Medi- 
ation and Conciliation Service is 
not to start working until Aug. 22, 
sixty days after the law was 
passed June 23. 

The law says also the new 
NLRB won't start working until 
Aug. 22, either. So the old board

Drys Offer Statistics to 
Show Swing Against 
Alcohol — Wets Say 
Polls Refute Claim.

NEW YORK, June 28 (AP)— 
Is prohibition coming back? The 
answer depends on whom you ask 


and what they're drinking. 

The temperance people say the 
country is slowly drying up again, 
and they have a mountain of sta- 
tistics to prove it. The wets in- 
sist the drys aren't getting any- 
where, and they have a mountain 
of statistics to prove it. 

You can take your choice, How- 
ever, justified or not, the morale 
of the enemies of John Barley- 
corn appear higher now than at 
any time during the 13 moist years 
since repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

The drys claim that one-third 
of the territory of the United 
States, with almost 30,000,000 peo- 
pie, already is dry legally to some 
extent, largely as a result of local 
option elections. The drys also 
are encouraged by more recent 
developments. 

President Truman’s Advisory 
Cémmission on Universal Train- 
ing recommended that the sale of 
alcoholic beverages to trainees be 
made a federal offense. Through- 
out the war, temperance groups 
fought vainly for legislation out- 
lawing sale of liquor to service 
men. 


Bill by Capper. 
Additionally, a bill introduced 
by Senator Arthur Capper (Rep.), 
to outlaw interstate ship- 
ment of liquor advertising has 
come before the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee. Similar bills have been of- 
fered hopefully before, but pre- 
viously were pigeon-holed. 
Whether the Capper bill reaches 
the Senate floor—and the pros-

WASHINGTON, June 28 

EGARDLESS of the final Rus- 
R sian position at the Paris con- 

ference, few if any State De- 
partment officials believe Russia 
will give up her permanent objec- 
tives of expanding Soviet power 
wherever possible. 

Foreign Minister Molotow may 
seek to go along with the Euro- 
pean nations to some extent in 
their recovery plan; but, say diplo- 
matic officials, it will be because 
he feels he has to, not because 
he wants to. They won't interpret 
it as a long range, fundamental 
change in the Soviet policy of ex- 
pansion. 

American officials are convinced 
the United States will have to 
maintain a firm and costly policy 
toward Russia for many years. 

One of the basic assumptions of 
United States foreign 2 is 
that Russian policy is very flexi- 
ble. Many apparent’ concessions 
by the Russians are regarded here 
as tactical moves under outside 
pressures. That's the basis on 
which American officials explain 
the completion of some of the 
European peace treaties and the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Iran a year ago.

With Army-Navy. unification 
and presidential succession meas- 
ures definitely on the G,.O.P.

United Nations budgeteers at Lake 
Success figure on asking the 55 
member governments for more 
money in 1948 to finance many 
new projects. They would increase 
the 1947 fund of $27,000,000 by 
nearly per cent. 

The United States is to 
ask for a decrease of its contribu- 
tion. We now pay 39.89 per cent 
of U.N. expenses, but the United 
States delegation is expected to 
request that our share be dropped 
to 33.3. Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, United States 
delegate, last fall accepted the 
present assessment as a tempor- 
ary arrangement, arguing that no 
nation should be permitted to pay 
more than one-third of the costs, 
lest U.N. become a “rich man’s 
club,” to the detriment of the 
poorer nations 

The proposed international police 


force for the U.N. seems farther 


away than ever. Delegates believe 
also that control of atomic energy 
and reduction of world armaments 
are likewise remote, with Russia 
and the Western powers dead- 
locked on the major issues... 
Communist tactics in Hungary 
and Bulgaria, authoritative U. N. 
sources speculate, will be attacked 
by the United States when the 
Security Council takes up the Bal- 
kan investigation commission’s re- 
port next . They point out 
that under similar circumstances 
Russia attacked United States aid 
to Greece and Turkey in the Se 
curity Council. ‘ 


Slow Going — Lend-lease settle- 
ment discussions in Washington 
with the Russians have been going 
on for two months, and progress 
has been about twice as slow as 
expected. Government officials 
blame the delay on the Soviet 
failure to produce an inventory 
listing what they have left of the 
$11,296,000,000 worth of lend-lease 
goods supplied them. 

Pepped Up—Harold E. Stassen’s 
alds say he is so pepped up over 
his prospects that he may be 
ound in-all 1948 delegate-picking 
rimaries except a few in states 
aving favorite son candidates. 

They say that Stassen, former 
Minnesota governor and Navy vet- 
eran, was encouraged by the Re- 
publican presidential preference 
poll at the Wisconsin state con- 
vention, in which he ran a close 
second to Thomas E. Dewey. He 
felt it showed a gain for him in 
party organization strength, which 
Stassen must have if he is to get 
anywhere in the nominating con- 
vention. | 

He may even challenge Dewey 
in New York and Senator Taft in 
Ohio for convention votes, the 
aids say, although these are too 
big question marks at this time.

Overseas Notes—The Ambassa- 
dor of the Indian Union to Russia, 
says the special representative of 
the statesman in Nainital, will 
be Mrs. Vijayalakshmi Pandit, 
sister of Jawararlal Nehru. She 
is expected to leave early in July. 
Some observers in Rome think 
Italy will use the Marshall plan 
to reopen the question of her 
African colonies, taken from her 
by the peace treaty. Foreign Of- 
fice spokesmen say Italy will take 
“concrete proposals” to the coun- 
cil table, when and if she is in- 
vited. There are indications that 
these will include the suggestion 
that Italy’s economy will be 
sounder, and thus more useful to 
European reconstruction, if she 
has colonial outlets. 


Aviation WNotes— Airlines lost 
about $18,000,000 in the first quar- 
ter of 1947, despite the increase in 
passenger, freight and express 
business. In all of 1946 they lost 
only $7,000,000. ... A new exe- 
cutive order forbids Army and 
Navy transport services to com- 
pete with the airlines by carrying 
civilian passengers, except when 
they are on Government business. 
. « » Afrlines are trying to get the 
Army and Navy transport services 
to reduce their use of the Wash- 
ington National Airport because 
of overcrowding. They are also 
asking the services to permit 
them to use their nearby fields 
(Andrews and Patuxent) when 
commercial traffic is heavy in 
thick weather.

Polls Are Reviewed. 

Against the dry claims of in- 
creased public support for their 
cause; the wets point to public 
opinion polls which state that 67 
per cent of the people would vote 
against a new prohibition: amend- 
ment and 83 per cent would vote 
for it. 

And, ask the wets, if more and 
more people are going dry, then 
who drank the 231,000,000 gallons 
of distilled spirits and 79,000,000 
barrels of beer in the record sales 
of last year? 

And, ask the wets, if state pro- 
hibition is so desirable, why isn’t 
it better enforced in the three 
dry states? 

Mississippi collects a 10 per cent 
state tax fr the liquor trade 
within its borders which is sup- 
posed to be illegal in the first 
place, 

The Licensed Beverage Indus- 
tries, Inc., which. represents 521 
distillers, wholesalers and retail- 
ers, is fond of recalling a recent 
speech by Carroll E. Mealey, Dep- 
uty Commissioner of ‘the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau. Mealey said 
the names and addresses of 11,911 
federal liquor tax stamp holders 
in the three dry states are fur- 
nished to local enforcement au- 
thorities by the federal alcohol 
tax unit. 

“Obviously,” sald Mealey, “tie 
prohibition laws of states 
cannot be enforced even with 
this information at hand.”

Most Likely Spot Is Vieques, 
12 Miles Off Puerto Rico 
and Owned by U.S. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, June 
24 (UP)—The United States Navy 
is shopping in the West Indies 
for, an island it can use as a train- 
ing area to keep America’s hand 
in at invasion warfare. 

It would be developed into the 
largest amphibious training center 
in the Atlantic. 

Leading candidate at the mo- 
ment is little, United States-owned 
Vieques Island, 12 miles east of 
Puerto Rico. Other sites being con- 
sidered are United States naval in- 
stallations on British-owned Trin- 
idad and at Guantanamo, Cuba. 

Doing on-the-spot preliminary 
work on the project is V. Adm. 
Daniel E, Barbey, commander of 
the Caribbean Sea Frontier and 
one of the navy’s leading amphibi- 
ous warriors. 

Barbey estimated that upwards 
of 25, men from all branches of 
the armed services would be en- 
gaged in intermittent training at 
the site selected. He said the train- 
ing would be on a considerably

Legends Built Up, About Isles 
Of Scilly 25 Miles From Britain 


Property of Royal Household, They Are Not 
Paradise, as Pictured by Some, but Have 


Better Weather 


Than Mainland.

LONDON (UP)—On cold winter 


evenings around firesides, Britons 
dreaming of escape to South Sea, 
| islands sometimes recall a legend 
[that a tropical paradise exists 
somewhere off the English coast. 

Some think of it as a mirage, 
while others claim there are eye- 
witness accounts of these miracu- 
lous islands. 

That is the mystery of the Isles 
of Scilly. They are not a fanciful 
dream but solid fact. Few people 
seem to know about them and 
many believe the islands are a

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closely guarded secret of the royal 
household which owns them. 

Is there a conspiracy of silence 
about these 120 tiny isles 25 miles 
off England's southwest coast? 

They have palm trees, sandy 
white beaches and a mild winter 
climate turning blazing hot in 
summer. Slightly over 1400 people 
live on five of the isles, while the 
others are uninhabited except for 
thousands of seabirds and dozens 
of sun-basking seals. 

Plenty of Flowers. 

From December through April, 
while the mainland endures its 
worst storms, the Scillies rarely 
experience frost and are lavishly 
covered with sunshine, yellow ddf- 
fodils and creamy white narcissi, 
However, the weather is far 
from tropical. The palm trees are 
sickly stunted things. There are 
no coconuts to begulle tourists 
and would-be beachcombers would 
starve to death among the islands’ 
hard-working natives. 

The natives are not dark- 
skinned and unclothed, but they 
are hardy Englishmen in the or- 
dinary sense. Their dialect with 
the accented letter “R” belongs 
more to the American Midwest 
than to carefully tailored English. 
Their rough, seaman-like dress 
would shock Mayfair outfitters 
and draw curious glances from 
mainland farmers. 

Their chief difference with 
mainlanders is their friendly, in, 
formal attitude—even to the limit- 
ed number of tourists visiting the 
islands. Allislanders greet passers- 
by with a few words or a nod. 
Supposed English reserve melts 


away into an attitude approach- 
ing the crackerbox familiarity of 
American rural districts. 


Comradeship Prevails. 

In one of the islands’ three 
hotels, it is a normal site to see 
waiters, cooks and bellhops lined 
up at the hotel bar along with 
guests, chatting informally and 
exchanging drinks. 

The islanders gobble up western 
novels and their favorite authors 
are apt to be Mark Twain or Zane 
Grey. Their crude humor and pre- 
dilection for spinning fantastic 
yarns about the islands with a 
straight face rival the boisterous 
stories which crossed California 
and Nevada bars in old mining 


days. 

Whatever it is that makes these 
islands unique, the amazing fact 
is that Britain’s cold, sun-seeking 
millions don’t know much about 
them, 

Why? Why have tourist agen- 


cles, newspapers and magazines 


observed a mysterious silence 
about a golden asset? Admittedly, 
the islands are not a tropical 
paradise and often experience 
winds, rain and fog: However, 
their weather is far superior to 
anything in England and they can 
be reached in a 20-minute air 
trip or three-hour sea voyage 
from the mainland. 


Palace Knows Answer. 


Buckingham Palace knows the 
answer. The royal family has 
owned every inch of the islands 
since the thirteenth century, In 
the past 100 years, land and even 
whole islands have been leased 
on long terms to private citizens. 
Regulations attached to the leases 
have been strict. 

The Duchy of ‘Cornwall, which 
administers the islands, has lim- 
ited building and exploitation to 
such an extent that only 1400 per- 


| sons have been enabled to settlé 


there, while lack of hotel accom- 
modation has blocked the tourist 


0. 
An estimated maximum of 400 
tourists can be accommodated at 
one time. The “four hotels report 


reservations have been filled for 


the remainder of 1947 and well 
into 1948. Thousands of applica- 
tions are rejected every season. 

The restricted tourist trade and 
the Scillonians’ reluctance to 
travel far from their sun-blessed 
homes have helped to perpetuate 
the lack of information on the 
islands. The average Briton 
knows only that the Scillies “are 
where the flowers come from in 
mid-winter.” Incidentally, flower- 
growing comprises 90 per cent of 
the island's industry. 

No publicity on the islands 
reaches general circulation.

Those favoring protecting the 
prints reminded that they were 
the only known ones of their kind, 
a cherished relic of the days when 
herds of buffalo roamed the Kan- 
sas prairies. 

The historical-minded protestors 
won out. The engineers of the 
state highway commission changed 
their plans and chose another site 
for their bridge. 

The hoofprints on the sandstone 
banks of the creek were embed- 
ded when the stone was in a part- 
ly fluid state and were preserved 
by hardening of the rock.

President Truman assailed the coup as an out. 
rage; the State Department sent Russia a note, accus- 
ing it 4 interference in Hunqcry's internal affairs. 
Russia denied the charge. Nagy, who fled to the 
United States, asserted Communists forced him out in 
a direct retaliation for the “Truman Doctrine.” Last 
weekend Hungarian Government charged United 
States had promised Nagy financial aid in an “elec- 
tion plot,” and that British plotted to restore Hungarian 
monarchy. 

Inside Hungary, the Freedom party has continued 
opposition to the Communist-controlled government. 
Party leader is Deszo Sulyok, member of Parliament 
expelled from Smallholders party in March, 1946, 
along with 18 others, on the charge of being reaction- 
ary. He was reported to have called the Szeged 
meeting to test the extent of Hungary's freedom of 
speech. Previously he had denounced the coup in 
Parliament.

N THE theory that an animal actively

In 1942 it was 
fted once more—to the present amphi- 
theater with seats for 2200 spectators, stand- 
ing room for 1800. There is a separate 
arena with 3200 capacity for the lion show.
